Township  Committee. 

The  Collector  presented  his  list  of  ar¬ 
rears  of  taxes  for  1884,  and  was  author¬ 
ized  to  advertise  the  property  for  sale  in 
the  usual  manner. 

The  Township  Clerk  was  directed  to 
advertise  for  bills  for  stone  walks  to  be 
sent  in  before  June  1st.  Applications  for 
walks  to  be  laid  must  also  be  presented 
before  that  time. 

The  Water  Committee  were  giveq  au¬ 
thority  to  contract  with  the  Water  Com¬ 
pany  for  the  extension  of  the  mains  and 
the  erection  of  hydrants  immediately  on 
upper  Broad  St.  to  Mr.  Henry  Linden- 
meyr’s  residence,  and  on  Clark,  Snowdon, 
and  Woodland  avenues  in  Glen  Ridge. 
Their  recommendation  that  mains  be  laid 
on  Montgomery  street,  Belleville  avenue, 
the  old  road  and  other  places,  was  not 
acted  upon. 

Upon  advice  of  the  Township  Counsel, 
it  was  decided  to  withdraw  the  appeal 
from  the  Supreme  Court  to  the  Court  of 
Errors,  in  the  suit  against  the  County 
Collector. 

A  petition  for  the  grading  and  gravel¬ 
ling  of  Willow  street  was  referred  to  the 
Road  Coimfiittee. 

The  Police  Committee  were  directed  to 
notify  the  gypsies  encamped  near  Glen 
wood  avenue  to  remove  immediately. 

Authority  was  given  the  same  Commit¬ 
tee  to  employ  constables  for  the  arrest  of 
tramps  found  sleeping  in  barns  or  beg¬ 
ging  upon  the  streets.  Special  authority 
was  given  Mr.  John  V.  Smith  to  make 
arrests  without  warrant,  anil  make  per¬ 
sonal  complaints  against  disorderly  per¬ 
sons  before  Justices  of  the  peace. 

The  Fire  Companies  were  requested  to 
make  an  inventory  of  property  and  a  list 
of  members  with  length  of  service  for  the 
us©  of  the  Committee.
